(1)  Dwelling  Houses  “ 247 

Reports  were  also  prepared  on  the  houses  of 
applicants  for  Council  houses  and  submitted  for  consideration  when 
tenants  were  chosen  for  the  eight  new  houses  at  the  Hafan, 

In  addition,  at  the  request  of  the  Council,  a general 
survey  of  the  houses  in  the  district  was  prepared,  together  with  a 
summary  of  the  Legal  position  under  both  the  Public  Health  Act  and 
the  Housing  Acts, and  recommendations  as  to  how  various  houses  coulcl 
be  dealt  with. 

The  Council  have  not  yetugiven  an  indication  as  to 
any  action  to  deal  with  any  of  these  houses,  but  no  doubt  will  do 
so  when  the  extension  to  the  Hafan  Housing  site,  where  a further 
38  houses  are  to  be  built,  is  completed, 

(2)  Nuisances  found  - 121.  Many  of  these  were  minor  nuisances  and 

were  dealt  with  on  the  spot, 

(3)  Instance  of  overcrowding  - 1. 
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(4)  Moveable  dwellings,  Tents,  Vans  - There  is  one  licensed  camp 
£ at  Loch  Cafe  which  is  well  maintained. 

A temporary  camp  has  also 

been  established  in  connection  with  the  Bala  Lake  Scheme,  and 
the  caravans,  huts  and  sheds  here  are  much  too  congested!  A 
central  ablutions  block  is  well  maintained,  but  disposal ’was 
found  to  be  inadequate  and  had  to  be  extended  add  .enlarged.
